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The Crucial Test on Taxes 


Tue comprehensive tax-revision 
bill is undergoing extensive hearings in the 
Senate Finance Committee just now, and 
it appears at this writing that the hearings 
will consume the entire month of April 
and may extend well into May. Even there- 
after it may take considerable time io 
complete the mark- 
up of the bill and 
then find a place for 
it on the Senate cal- 
endar. The pace is 
slow and leisurely, 
belying the economic 
and political impor- 
tance of this far- 
reaching revision of 
the revenue code, but 
neither political party 
is manifesting any desire to hurry the 
showdown which must inevitably come to 
pass on this crucial issue. In fact, the pros- 
pects now are that several more weeks 
may elapse before the Senate acts on the 
bill, and even then the bill may languish 
in conference committee for some iime 
while the differences in the House and 
Senate measures are reconciled. 

A totally different situation exists with 
respect to this comprehensive bill than 
prevailed during the consideration of the 
excise tax-reduction measure. It was nec- 
essary for the earlier bill to be enacted 
and signed before April 1, in order that 
the new excise rates on a multiplicity of 
items could become effective on that date, 
since excise taxes are collected at the mo- 
ment of purchase, and a chaotic condition 
would develop if an attempt were made to 
make any provisions of such a bill retro- 
active. As to the measure now under con- 
sideration which involves a broad revision 
of the revenue structure of the federal 
government, however, no such urgency 
exists. On the contrary, the policy being 
followed is one of calculated delay. 

There are several reasons why the vital 
decision on this major tax issue is being 
deferred. To begin with, this comprehen- 
sive bill, unlike the excise tax-reduction 
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measure, deals primarily with tax rates 
computed and collected on an annual 
basis, and the provisions of such a bill can 
be made retroactive or prospective as Con- 
gress may determine, regardless of ihe 
date of final passage. Furthermore, the 
bill represents the first major overhaul of 
the federal revenue code which has been 
undertaken for many years, and the task 
is monumental in both scope and com- 
plexity. Despite the many weeks devoted 
by the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to the preparation of the measure, it is 
generally conceded that much of the lan- 
guage in the House version should be re- 
drafted, and the hearings now underway 
before the Senate Committee will throw 
additional light on the need for clarifying 
certain ambiguous provisions. 

Another reason for the slowdown in the 
consideration of the tax-revision bill is 
that many members of Congress, particu- 
larly the tax-writers, habitually keep a 
watchful eye on the various appropriations 
bills which concurrently are being proc- 
essed in the legislative mill; for the amount 
of money which Congress allocates for 
expenditure during the next fiscal year will 
exert an influence, of course, on the 
amount of money which Congress author- 
izes the Treasury to extract from the tax- 
payers. Another unbalanced budget is in- 
evitable in any event, but the degree to 
which Congress is liberal with its appro- 
priations will determine the extent to 
which deficit financing becomes necessary, 
and this in turn will influence the amount 
of tax reductions which the comprehensive 
revenue bill will ultimately allow. All ap- 
propriations bills should be enacted before 
June 30, of course, in order that funds 
can be made available to the government 
departments for the fiscal year which be- 
gins the following day, and, since consid- 
erable time is often required to iron out 
differences between House and Senate 
bills, the Senate Finance Commitee, by 
slowing down action on the tax measure 
for a féw weeks, can get a reasonably 
clear picture of the fiscal outlook as af- 


fected by the appropriations bills before 
making its final decisions on revenue. 

Not the least important of the factors 
which are influencing the slowdown on 
the tax bill, of course, is the uncertain 
condition of the national economy. 
Whether the recession of the past several 
months is being overcome, or whether it 
is deepening, or whether it is leveling off, 
are questions which are uppermost in the 
minds of both economists and politicians 
on Capitol Hill these days, and the an- 
swers which business indices should sup- 
ply during the next few weeks will de- 
cisively affect the fate of the tax-revision 
bill. A recovering economy will bolster 
the Administration’s fiscal program, but 
any prolonged recession, or the fear of 
one, will strengthen the Democratic drive 
to provide greater tax relief for individ- 
uals.

The sword of Damocles poised over the 
Administration’s revenue bill, of course, 
is the Democratic effort, spearheaded in 
the Senate by Senator George, to increase 
individual exemptions from $600 to $800 
this year and to $1,000 in 1955. A some- 
what similar amendment was _ barely 
beaten in the House, by a vote of 210 to 
204, and the issue in the Senate may be 
as closely resolved. The decision hangs by 
the slenderest of political threads today, 
with the Senate membership consisting of 
48 Democrats, 47 Republicans, and one 
Independent. Any defection in the polit- 
ical ranks of either side will constitute the 
balance of power. 

It is, indeed, a desperate political strug- 
gle which is shaping up on Capitol Hill. 
Although other political developments 
taking place in Washington these days are 


“sometimes more spectacular, the conflict 


over the comprehensive tax-revision bill is 
considered by the Administration to rep- 
resent its severest and most crucial test. 
The fiscal policy embodied in the revenue 
bill constitutes the heart of the Eisenhow- 
er program, and the struggle in which the 
President is now engaged is one he feels 
he cannot afford to lose. The vigor and 
sincerity with which he is carrying his case 
to the people appears to have given his 
forces a thin edge of advantage today, but 
the issue will likely remain in doubt until 
the roll is called.

The life insurance business in Dallas is moving into 
the middle of 1954 with a firm resolution to better the record- 
breaking business year they established in 1953. 

More than 50 Dallas-based firms met last month to an- 
nounce sales records and to voice optimism for the industry 
in the future. 

The accent this year, as in all other industries, will be on 
sales. The salesman is the kingpin of the business and all Dal- 
las companies are concentrating their efforts toward increased 
sales. 

The salesman first of all has his work lightened by the belief 
that he is not only increasing his own stature through sales, 
but sends his company forward and is doing his customer a 
favor as well. In short, he believes the “product” he offers the 
prospect cannot help but be invaluable to him, his heirs and 
dependents. It is an enjoyable way to work—selling something 
that is good for all—the insurance salesman will tell you. 

The insurance business has meant much to Dallas. It would 
be impossible to estimate the number of new homes, filling 
stations, grocery stores, clothing establishments and the num- 
ber of just good citizens the growth of the insurance industry 
has meant for Dallas. 

Likewise, who can tell how much in increased sales to the 
older businesses in Dallas has been effected in this industry’s 
growth. 

Company after company has made its way to Dallas. Many 
of the firms based here were born here. And the growth of 
most of them has been very heartening. In some cases, fantas- 
tically so. 

Beautiful new buildings have sprung from Dallas insurance 
firms. Others are on the planning boards or in the hands of 
the construction crews. Few Dallas firms would doubt that 
there will be others. The insurance business believes it has just 
scratched the surface of the potential sales in insurance. 

More and more the industry has worked to educate the peo- 
ple of the nation that insurance is the answer to old age. Many 
have come to think of insurance as the method of planning an 
education for their children. Forward looking men in the busi- 
ness look for greater and greater years in providing a long 
needed security for the little man and his well-to-do neighbor, 
too. 

In the fifty-first annual report to stockholders of the South- 
western Life Insurance Company, President James Ralph 
Wood reported sales of $153,000,000 for 1953, a record year. 
The company had $1,065,059,933 of insurance in force at the 
close of the year among its 275,000 policyholders. Assets 
totaled $296,192,307, an increase of more than $25,000,000 
for the year. 

Southland Life Insurance Company announced the plans for 
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building a huge new business center on the northern edge of 
the downtown business district at the firm’s annual meeting. 
President Dan C. Williams also noted a record year in insur- . 
ance sales for his company. 

Mr. Williams said his company had counted $136,510,283 
in new paid business, representing an increase of 25 per cent. 
Total Southland insurance in force at the close of the year 
was $800,445,205. Total assets rose to $157,116,000, another 
high. 

Gibraltar Life Insurance Company of America disclosed an 
18 per cent increase of its insurance in force bringing the total 
to $60,067,000. The firm’s 1953 premium income rose to $2,- 
224,724 and assets increased 39 per cent to $4,403,473, Presi- 
dent W. E. Nettle said. 

Republic National Life Insurance Company topped the city’s 
home firms with a record-shattering $147,654,377 in new in- 
surance sales for the year. The banner sales year brought the 
total insurance in force to $521,020,893, President Theo P. 
Beasley told shareholders in the firm. 

Mr. Beasley also disclosed the company’s assets reached 
$66,613,036 and capital and surplus totaled $1,795,964. 

Universal Life and Accident Insurance Company reported 
an increase of insurance in force of $3,720,157, bringing the 
total to $80,266,861. President Harry Brodnax said assets had 
increased to $10,138,899. The firm moved its home offices to 
the corner of Ross and Lamar during the year. 

A gain of $5,735,484 in in-force insurance was reported by 
Rio Grande National Life Insurance Company of Dallas. Presi- 
dent R. W. Baxter reported an assets’ gain of $1,105,724 and 
a capital and surplus gain of $222,395 for the year. 

An increase of $40,522,793—or 12.8 per cent—in premium 
and investment receipts was noted by E. H. Barry, executive 
vice president of Reserve Life Insurance Company. Assets 
totaled $31,380,651, a gain of 21.4 per cent during 1953. The 
company now ranks first in the Southwest and fourth nationally 
in hospital insurance. C. A. Sammons is president. 

Great National Life Insurance Company put $23,559,000 
of new life insurance into effect during 1953, its twenty-sixth 
year, bringing the total to $148,083,759, a new all-time high. 
S. J. Hay, president, said total assets increased to $25,349,315. 


Life insurance in force with the Great American Reserve In- 
surance Company reached a record high of $86,274,925. Travis 
T. Wallace, president of the company, noted that the record 
had been attained in only ten years. Total premium income in- 
cluding accident and health was $5,184,695. The company 
assets were $6,555,749—an increase of 18 per cent over the 
preceding year. 

During its first year of operation as a legal reserve stock 
company, Western States Life Insurance Company acquired 
premium income of about $380,000 and established almost 
$5,000,000 of insurance in force, President R. W. Pullen an- 
nounced. 

At United Fidelity Life Insurance Company’s meeting, 
President D. Easley Waggoner reported the firm’s insurance in 
force had increased to $127,724,818 and total assets had 
Teached $29,994,196 at the year’s end. Combined surplus and 
capital totaled $5,423,518. 

President C. L. Dunlap of United American Insurance Com- 
pany called 1953 the company’s most successful in history. 
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Income was set at $859,627, a gain of 11.2 per cent over 1952. 
Assets increased by 21.7 per cent to $895,846. 

Insuromedic Life Insurance Company stockholders passed 
a resolution approving the firm’s application to operate in Ok- 
lahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana and New Mexico. President Pi- 
oneer Fisher announced the opening of a branch office in Fort 
Worth and reported assets had increased to $2,008,285 and 
insurance in force had increased to more than $7,850,000 dur- 
ing the year. 

The two-year-old Great Southwest Life Insurance Company 
of Dallas noted the largest percentage of increase in insurance 
in force—a whopping 205 per cent. President D. A. Childre 
told stockholders capital and surplus had climbed to $250,000 
and assets to $334,221. 

Rural Life Insurance Company Board Chairman J. S. Sharp 
told his firm’s shareholders assets had gained from $4,170,427 
to $4,775,904 during the year. The company now has $38,- 
012,614 in insurance in force and policy reserves of $4,015,- 
724. 

Premium income increased 25 per cent at American In- 
vestors Life Insurance Company, President V. K. Howard told 
stockholders. Total resources jumped 66 per cent, an increase 
of $667,815 and capital and surplus increased $233,238—an 
86 per cent gain. Total assets are $1,679,615; capital and sur- 
plus, $505,152. Of the increase, $168,800 was operating profit 
while the balance came from sale of new stock, Mr. Howard 
said. 

Executive Vice President J. N. Nutt told stockholders of the 
Mercantile Security Life Insurance Company the firm’s invest- 
ment return amounted to 6.1 per cent during 1953. The firm 
has a $1,000,000 capital and a $2,000,000 surplus. 

United Bankers Life Insurance Company reported an in- 
crease of 52.7 per cent in capital and surplus and total assets 
increase 58.9 per cent during 1953. President Don J. Willmon 
said life insurance in force gained 11.2 per cent and income 
from all sources rose 22.6 per cent. 

Stockholders of Fidelity Union Life Insurance Company 
learned assets of the firm had increased from $20,894,649 to 
$23,503,257 during 1953. President Carr P. Collins said total 
insurance in force rose to $164,159,785 at the year’s end. 

President Charles W. Windham of Girard Life Insurance 
Company told of an all-time high of $127,391,764 in in-force 
insurance and a surplus to policyholders of $1,968,909. 

Mr. Windham, also president of Girardian Insurance Com- 
pany, said insurance in force there totaled $20,369,671 in the 
new firm’s first year. Surplus for policyholders amounted to 
$1,132,070, including $650,000 in paid-in capital. 

Pierce P. Brooks, president of the National Bankers Life In- 
surance Company told shareholders of a 44 per cent increase 
in total assets in 1953, bringing the total to $7,194,529. The 
surplus totaled $768,515. 

Mr. Brooks is also president of the Union Bankers Life In- 
surance Company. For this company, he announced a total 
premium income of $280,000 and a monthly average produc- 
tion rate of $500,000 after only eight months of operation. The 
firm, which operates in 10 states, declared a five per cent divi- 
dend after its first eight months of business. 

President A. Prestwood of Excelsior Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Dallas reported asset increases of $100,458 over 1952.

Southland Buys Entire City Block 
For Multi-Million Dollar Center 


The first step toward building Dallas’ new 40-story 
Southland Center, that of demolishing the Muntz Building 
at Live Oak and Pearl, has begun on schedule. 

A temporary parking lot will be set up on the site of the 
old building to relieve the tight parking situation in the area. 

The new center, which will be comparable to New York’s 
Rockefeller Center, will be the largest downtown office 
building development ever undertaken in Dallas. 

Plans call for four units in the development, three build- 
ings above ground level and an underground parking station 
capable of handling more than 2,000 automobiles daily. 

The center will be located on the entire city block 
bounded by Live Oak, Pearl, Olive and Bryan. More than 
a year’s negotiations were required in the purchase of the 
land and the re-location of six tenants on the 100,000- 
square-foot block. Twelve owners were dealt with by Hud- 
son and Hudson, Dallas realtors. 

Plans call for the parking garage and 40-story structure 
to be the first units completed. Work will start soon after 
January, 1955, and should be completed by summer, 1957, 
Board Chairman John W. Carpenter disclosed. 

Southland has established a special staff to supervise 
the Southland Center project. The department will work 
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directly under the firm’s éxecutive committee with Ben H. 
Carpenter, executive vice president, as chairman. 

Assembly of the property involved handling of 100 legal 
instruments before the transactions were completed. Five 
title companies and 25 attorneys were utilized in the prop- 
erty acquisition. 

The site is just a block off Central Expressway and two 
blocks from the city’s newest skyscraper, the Republic 
Bank Building. 

“The decision to initiate this development is evidence 
of the board’s faith in the future of the great and growing 
area made up of the Southwestern and Western states and 
particularly its confidence in the increasing stature of Dal- 
las’ position as a leading economic and financial center of 
the entire western hemisphere,” Mr. Carpenter said. 

Southland Life is one of the nation’s leading insurance 
companies and one of Texas’ largest chartered insurance 
firms. The firm has assets in excess of $160,000,000 and 
insurance in force of more than $800,000,000.

20,000 Gey Scouts Preparing 
Cotten Gout Circus May 15 


Boy Scout officials hope for a packed Cotton Bowl May 15 when some 20,000 
Explorers, Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts put on their bi-annual Circle Ten Council Boy 
Scout Circus. 

The boys themselves are selling the 50-cent tickets and Circle Ten chairmen have 
issued enough tickets to fill the 75,531 seats in the stadium. 

The Circus, billed as the “Greatest Boys’ Show in the Southwest,” is an activity 
of Circle Ten Council, an agency of the Community Chest composed of 13 Texas 
counties and Bryan County, Oklahoma. 

The show will get underway with the “Grand Entry,” a parade made up of all the 
20,000 performers in the Circus. Following the parade will come the “Exploring 
Event,” an exhibition of scouting in action. 

In the “Exploring Event,” model homes will be set up in the massive bowl. A “dis- 
aster” will strike the simulated village and the Scouts will quickly show how a rescue 
would be made. The scene will be complete with “victims,” tagged with their simu- 
lated injuries. The Explorers will give first aid to the 100 disaster victims, fire trucks 
will tour the scene putting out simulated fires and ambulances will carry away the 
injured. Meanwhile, other Explorers will set up a field kitchen and a communications 
system. 

The “Exploring Event” will be followed by a “Cubbing Event,” a home-centered 
program for boys 8, 9 and 10-years-old. 

The Cubs will depict activities in the Den, showing how the boys learn to play and 
work together. 

Next will come the “Skills Event,” in which Boy Scouts and Explorers are chal- 
lenged to improve their abilities in Scoutcraft. The “Camping Event,” a display of 
Scout life at camp will be fifth event in the Circus and is followed by the “Contests 
Event.” In the contests, Scouts pit themselves against a standard in Scouting com- 
petition.

Visits Dallas for Talk 


"Tae president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce declared 
before members of the Dallas Chamber 
that we are not in a recession. 

But Richard L. Bowditch, who rose

A CAMPAIGN to establish another 
institution of higher education in Dallas 
has been launched by a group of civic 
leaders headed by E. Constantin, Jr. 

The new institution, to be known as the 
University of Dallas, will provide addi- 
tional educational facilities to meet the 
needs of fast-growing Dallas. A fully 
rounded curriculum offering four-year 
courses is planned. The University will 
confer degrees in the classics, music, 
dramatics, arts, business and commercial 
subjects.

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the location of the new University has 
not been determined but a committee is 
already at work considering possible sites. 
One 65-acre tract, valued at $500,000, has 
been offered for this purpose. 


The University will be co-educational 
and non-denominational. It will be spon- 
sored by the Sisters of St. Mary of Namur, 
an Order of Catholic teaching Nuns who 
operate 17 schools throughout Texas. As 
its sponsors, the Sisters will contribute 
approximately a million dollars in proper- 
ty, equipment and cash toward the new 
institution. 

A civic campaign to raise an additional 
$2,000,000 is now underway under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Constantin. Jerome 
K. Crossman, president of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce, is co-chairman of 
the advance-memorial gifts division with 
James M. Moroney.

Seven Firms Sign Leases 
In New A. Harris Center 


Seven business firms have com- 
pleted lease arrangements in the $5,000,- 
000 Oak Cliff A. Harris & Company Cen- 
ter at Beckley, U. S. 77 and Kiest 
Boulevard, seven miles from downtown 
Dallas. 

New firms leasing space in the center 
are Tom Thumb Supermarkets, W. T. 
Grant and Company, Cabell’s Minit Mar- 
kets, Oriental Cleaners and Launderers, 
Sinclair Refining Company, Knight’s 
Washateria and Loader’s Barber Shop. 

Arthur L. Kramer, Jr., president of A. 
Harris & Company, said buildings in the 
28-acre center will be of contemporary 
design. It will consist of five major build- 
ings, including 32 different shops. 

The Henry C. Beck Company, a Dallas 
and Atlanta, Georgia, firm, has been des- 
ignated general contractors for the center. 
All buildings will be connected by a cov- 
ered mall, which will provide comfortable 
all-weather shopping. Parking space for 
3,500 automobiles is included. 

Key building in the revolutionary type 
center will be a three-story structure hous- 
ing Harris’ Oak Cliff store. The center was 
designed by Welton Becket, F.A.I.A. and 
Associates of Los Angeles. Local archi- 
tect firm engaged to carry out the plans 


of the Becket organization is Smith and 
Mills. Henry S. Miller Company, Dallas 
realtors, are exclusive leasing agents for 
the project. 

A system of tunnels underneath the 
site has been planned to eliminate truck- 
crowded entranceways and parking areas 
used for loading and unloading in most 
centers. 

The A. Harris Oak Cliff unit will ex- 
actly duplicate the merchandise carried at 
its downtown location. The store will be 
the first suburban branch for the com- 
pany. 

Likewise, it will be the first store in 
South Oak Cliff for Tom Thumb Stores 
and the largest in the company’s system. 

For Cabell’s, it will be the twenty-sev- 
enth Dallas location and one of its largest 
units. 

W. T. Grant Company also plans one 
of its major suburban stores operating 
throughout the nation. 

Oriental Cleaners will establish its fifth 
Oak Cliff outlet in the center and its 
twelfth in the entire city. 

Sinclair Refining Company has an- 
nounced plans for a service station with 
three service-stall units for the new center.

This will be the only engagement of the world-famous company in Texas this year 
and marks the thirteenth season sponsored by the Dallas Grand Opera Company. 

The prestige deriving to Dallas through its sponsorship of the annual Metropolitan 
visits is immeasurable, according to civic and business leaders here. The aggregate 
audience of more than 17,500 who see the performances each spring is limited only 
by the size of the auditorium. Visitors flock to Dallas from hundreds of miles for the 
three-day season, filling local hotels like a football week-end. A break-down of the 
1953 season attendance shows patrons from 282 Texas cities outside Dallas; 164 cities 
in 23 other states and four cities in Mexico. 

The sponsorship of Dallas’ Metropolitan season is another example of the civic spirit 
of business leaders who give their time and pledge their financial support to add to 
Dallas’ importance as a cultural center. Although there has never been the necessity 
for a call upon the underwriters to make up a deficit, these men and firms stand ready 
to do so if the necessity should ever arise. 

Underwriting of the annual season now totals $250,000 from 132 firms and indivi- 
duals. These pledges range from $1,000 to $5,000 each. These underwriters compose 
the membership of the Dallas Grand Opera Association, and its affairs are managed by 
elected officers, executive committee members and directors. 


To make opera available to as many as possible, the association has held ticket 


prices to the same level year after year, and there is again no advance this season. 
Tickets are $7.80 and $6.60 on the auditorium’s lower floor and $6.60, $5.40, $4.20 
and $3.00 in the balcony. 

Box offices have been opened at 1315 Elm Street. To handle the great demand for 


tickets, only mail orders will be accepted for the first few weeks. These mail orders are 
numbered as received and filled strictly in sequence, to assure all patrons equal oppor- 
tunity in obtaining their preference in seat locations.

Dallas-San Antonio Turnpike Progresses 


More than 90 per cent of all 
preliminary traffic studies, engineering 
and similar phases of the proposed Sam 
Houston Turnpike from Dallas to San 
Antonio have been completed. 

Actual construction on the $139 mil- 
lion super toll road is awaiting decisions 
by state courts upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the Texas Turnpike Act which 
was passed by the 1953 Texas Legislature. 

When completed, a motorist can whisk 
through 246 miles of countryside with- 
out a single stop or delay. A new inter- 
change system will provide the road with 
a single toll gate on one or the other side 
of the highway for both entering and 
leaving vehicles. 

Also, service station and restaurant 
facilities will be strategically spotted in 
the center of the two lanes, allowing 
autos, trucks and buses to pull in from 
either the northbound or southbound 
roadway. All other of the nation’s turn- 
pikes have restaurant and service station 
facilities staggered on each side for traffic 
moving in a single direction. 

Deceleration and acceleration lanes 
with adequate advance signs will permit 
traffic to enter and exit from the service 
areas without hazard. 

Present plans of the non-profit organi- 
zation call for three service sites between 
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Dallas and Waco, Roy G. Baker, presi- 
dent, said. 

Following a favorable decision in the 
courts, the next step in the realization of 
the super roadway will be the selling of 
revenue bonds. The funds derived from 
these bonds will finance the construction 
and initial operation of the highway. 


Operation and maintenance costs and 
payments on the bonds will be paid by the 
Turnpike Corporation from revenue de- 
rived only from the users of the highway. 
Once the turnpike’s revenues have paid 
for the bonds, the road, debt-free, will be 
given to the people of Texas and will be 
utilized without charge to the motorist.

Texas Research Foundation at 
Renner, the organization through which 
businessmen and farmers are working to- 
gether to solve the problems of agricul- 
ture, this year is celebrating its tenth an- 
niversary. 

“The foundation in one decade has 
grown from an idea to a powerful force in 
the agriculture of the Southwest,” says 
Dr. C. L. Lundell, director of the Founda- 
tion. 

On May 19 the Foundation will give a 
10-year report of its progress when it holds 
its annual field day and open house at 
Renner. The program will consist of mo- 
bile tours of the farming operations of the 
850-acre layout along the Dallas-Collin 
County line, inspection of the work of the 
various agricultural and chemical labora- 
tories, climaxed with a barbecue and din- 
ner program. Speaker for the occasion 
will be Dr. Earl L. Butz, head of the De- 
partment of Agricultural Economics at 
Purdue University. And an outstanding 
Texas farmer will be presented with the 
“Hoblitzelle Award for the Advancement 
of Texas Rural Life” consisting of a gold 
medal and $5,000 in cash.

the more than 1,300 financial supporters 
of the Foundation as hosts for the annual 
meeting. 

The Foundation has been described as 
a paramount example of how the free en- 
terprise system operates to protect, sustain 
and extend itself in providing greater 
abundance for more people. 

“Our philosophy,” says Dr. Lundell, “is 
that the problems of agriculture basically 
are local and can best be worked out at 
the community level. In other words, un- 
der our free enterprise system, the solu- 
tion of the agricultural problems and a 
more efficient farming industry must be 
the direct responsibility of the farmers 
and ranchers themselves working through 
organizations such as we have here.” 

In agriculture the Foundation operates 
in three main areas—1. Fundamental re- 
search, 2. Development of farming sys- 
tems with combinations of practice which 
will rebuild the soils and increase crop 
yields, and 3. Pasture and range improve- 
ment to restore productivity of the grass- 
lands. 

In addition to operating the only inde- 
pendent agricultural experiment station in 
the country, the Foundation is carrying on 
a program of research in the more funda- 
mental aspects of the botanical sciences 
and in agro-industrial research. Continu- 
ously it is looking for new outlets for farm 
products and for the development of more 
processing of products in the communi- 
ties where they are grown. 

In the broad field of industrial research 
it has made specific and immeasurable 
contributions in petroleum chemistry, 
radio-chemistry, uranium ore processing, 
development of synthetic lubricants and 
other fluids and in the chemurgic evalua- 
tion of new raw materials.

The ability to store, sell and move 
large quantities of goods and merchandise 
has made Dallas one of the nation’s major 
distribution centers for many years. 

The bulky elephant-like building 
sprawling over the entire block bounded 
by Young, Ervay, Miranda and St. Paul 
has acted as a “funnel” of merchandise in 
many capacities. 

About a year ago, however, the build- 
ing experienced one of the most complete 
“rebirths” a structure could know. 

From the top of its eighth floor to the 
bottom of its basement, the 670,000 
square feet of floor space in the building 
was completely revamped. 

The large warehouse areas were broken 
up into smaller display rooms ranging in 
size from 400 to 5,000 square feet. They 
were decorated with plate glass windows 
set on Roman tile brick. 

A spacious lobby, lounge area and 
cafeteria were provided.

Maurine Jacobs

[nrerviewinc Maurine Jacobs at her desk just in- 
side the door of the National Bank of Commerce is something 
like watching a tennis match. 

It’s as if some remote control attachment were affixed to the 
front door and “tuned in” to the lady vice president. Almost 
every time the door swings open, Miss Jacobs automatically 
looks up, waves, smiles and greets the person entering. 

By her own conservative estimate, Maurine Jacobs knows 
about two-thirds of the bank’s 10,000 customers. 

President of the bank, Former Mayor J. B. Adoue, Jr., says 
her estimate is far too conservative. 

“I honestly believe she knows them all,” Mr. Adoue smiled. 

After a short interview with the “boss” of the bank, Miss 
Jacobs, you go away with the impression that if she failed to 
recognize someone entering the door, the tellers know she 
would soon find out from them who it was. 

This is all part of her campaign to make the National Bank 
of Commerce a sort of neighborhood bank downtown. She 
senses the importance of knowing the customer and of making 
him or her feel at “home.” 

“She is a perfectionist,” the former mayor explains. 

“Back during the war we lost the man who ran the bank. I 
could find plenty of people willing to take my job — doing 
nothing — but nobody wanted the vice president’s position. 

“After a lot of searching, we found we had just the right 
person to manage the bank right here under our noses,” Presi- 
dent Adoue said. 

Mr. Adoue said the bank is Miss Jacobs’ major interest in 
life. She brings an intelligent enthusiasm to her work, is always 
realistic, strives to learn more and more about every phase 
outbreak of World War II when she was made a utility teller. 

“She can get on that telephone and come up with answers 
on complicated questions from all over the country in a minute. 
If I tried it, I never would find out what we want to know,” 
Mr. Adoue confided. 

Maurine Jacobs is Dallas through and through. She was born 
here, went to school at John Henry Brown Elementary and 
Forest Avenue High School where she was elected to the 
National Honor Society and received the Linz Award. She is 
a graduate of the Dallas Chapter of the American Institute of 
Banking. 

Her business life began after graduation from Forest Avenue 
High School where she took a position as secretary to the prin- 
cipal. In 1933, she joined the National Bank of Commerce as 
secretary to the cashier. She remained in that position until the 
outbreak of World War II when she was made a utility teller.

In 1944, she was elected assistant cashier and assistant trust 
officer. Six years later, she was named cashier and trust officer 
and in less than two years was elevated to the board of direc- 
tors. The title of vice president was added to the other offices 
in December, 1953. 

“Most people think of a banker’s life as stodgy and dull,” 
Miss Jacobs said. “Actually, that is far from true. It can be the 
most interesting, the most enjoyable and the most rewarding 
work in the world.” 

She goes on to explain a little of the intricacies of the bank- 
ing business, how you deal with people all over the country. 

“You get to know people in Boston, New York, Kansas City, 
Chicago, and all over the nation, merely by transacting busi- 
ness over the telephone. Then along comes a convention of 
the American Bankers Association and you get to meet the 
people in person with whom you have transacted thousands of 
dollars in business by voice alone. It’s really stimulating,” she 
smiles. 

“Then, there’s the satisfaction of seeing some of your long- 
time friends through a trying period,” she explains. As trust 
officer, Miss Jacobs works often with heirs to estates. Many of 
these people know little or nothing about business. The bank 
is often named executor and works to conserve and settle 
estates in the most beneficial manner possible. 

“It makes you feel good to be able to help people cope with 
unfamiliar business problems,” Miss Jacobs said. 

For hobbies Miss Jacobs enjoys music, the theater, reading 
and “frankly” enjoys good food. But mostly her hobbies are 
tied up in the banking business and the associations connected 
with it. 

She is a member of the board of directors of the Dallas 
Clearing House and of the board of the Dallas Estate Council. 
Miss Jacobs is a member of the standing research committee 
of the Association of Bank Women, a member of the board of 
directors of the Dallas Chapter, Quota International, and 
attends the First Methodist Church in Dallas. 

She has attended annual conventions of the American Bank- 
ers Association each year since 1949. 

“After it’s all said and done,” says President Adoue, “her 
main hobby is this bank and its customers.”

Under the standard once-daily delivery 
service, a letter which traveled from New 
York to Dallas in less than seven hours 
would remain undelivered at Dallas from 
20 to 30 hours, Mr. Cahill said. 

This was because a letter, mailed at mid- 
night in New York, would arrive at the 
Terminal Annex too late to be sorted for 
the morning deliveries from branch post 
Offices. 

Branches at Inwood, Walnut Hill, Pres- 
ton, Lakewood, East Grand and East Oak 
Cliff conducted the two-a-day delivery 
experiment. Similiar experiments were 
conducted in Minneapolis and Indianap- 
olis.

A new twist is given to the “travel- 
ing salesman” story by a young man who 
has been to Europe more times than he 
can remember, and who buys as much as 
he sells. 

A believer in world-wide markets, he is 
considered one of the keenest merchan- 
dising men in the country and an authority 
on women’s fashions — yet he is only 27 
years old. 

With seven glamorous models, this 
young man invaded the white sandy shores 
of the Riviera in highly-decored France, 
and planted the Lone Star flag of fashion 
in the dazzled eyes of Les Femmes. 

Leon A. Harris, Jr., is the name. At 24, 
he was named vice president and general 
manager of A. Harris & Company. 

Leon doesn’t hesitate; he’s a go-getter. 
And he has repeatedly proven that he is 
a young man going places. 

“Texas Week on the French Riviera,” 
held two years ago, is still remembered. 
The unprecedented event reaped a harvest 
of world-wide publicity, inspired interna- 
tional goodwill, and created new markets 
for Southwestern garment manufacturers. 

The former editor of his college humor 
magazine, The Harvard Lampoon, also 
wrote the contemporary classic, “ “Twas 
the Night Before Christmas — in Texas, 
That Is.” 

First introduced through a series of 
store window displays as part of a mer- 
chandising theme, the colloquial parody 
is now familiar during the Yuletide season.

A. Harris & Company’s coveted Texas 
Award was also Leon’s inspiration. This 
honor is conferred each spring upon a 
native Texan who has made the greatest 
contribution to America within a partic- 
ular field or profession. 

Besides business activities, Leon accepts 
many responsibilities in civic planning. He 
is a newly appointed director of the Dallas 
Crime Commission, a trustee for the Dal- 
las Polio Institute, the Dallas Historical 
Society and the Dallas Print Society. For 
his participation as trustee for the Dallas 
Museum of Fine Arts, Leon has been 
highly commended. He directed A. Harris 
& Company to commission the famous 
artist George Grosz to do a series of paint- 
ings depicting scenes around Dallas com- 
memorating the store’s recent sixty-fifth 
anniversary. 

Leon feels “it is the duty of local insti- 
tutions who have prospered in a com- 
munity to help those civic organizations 
which contribute to the artistic and the 
intellectual life of the community.” 

He served on the board of directors for 
the Dallas Symphony Orchestra, and the 
former Dallas Civic Federation. He is now 
a member of the executive committee of 
the Dallas Council on World Affairs. As 


one of the founders and a past president 
of the Friends of the Dallas Public Li- 
brary organization, Leon helped effect the 
re-building of Dallas’ Public Library. 

As a boy, Leon attended Texas Country 
Day School, although most of his formal 
education was acquired in the East. At 
Phillips Academy in Andover, Massachus- 
etts, he was graduated cum laude. He 
then enrolled at Harvard University where 
he received scholastic recognition and 
graduated with a Bachelor of Arts de- 
gree in 1947. 

A warehouse, not a swivel chair, pro- 
vided the initial setting for Leon’s ac- 
quaintance with the business world. Here 
he worked for several months before ad- 
vancing to the various other departments 
of A. Harris & Company. During the 
interval, he familiarized himself with 
procedures and general merchandising. 

Soon appointed merchandising man- 
ager for the ready-to-wear departments 
at Main and Akard Streets in Dallas, 
Leon saw sales hit an all-time high that 
year — more than a $750,000 increase in 
total receipts. 

Over and above his gregarious and 
affable personality, Leon progresses in 
civic affairs because he sincerely believes 
in Dallas. And he believes “that it is the

HE modest beginning of Dallas’ multi-billion dollar insurance industry is 

reflected in the above photograph of Ike Jalonick in the first office of the 
Republic Insurance Company a half-century ago. Conservative Eastern insur- 
ance men looked askance at the organization of Texas home companies at the 
turn of the century.

The Praetorians, now in their fifty-sixth year and under the 
presidency of John N. Harris, have more than $19,500,000 in assets and more 
than $70,000,000 of insurance in force. They are an old line legal reserve 
company regarded as one of the nation’s strongest fraternal insurance 
organizations.
